COPY  OF  AIINUTES  OF  WESTERN  GRAIN  STANDARDS  BOARD 

AIEETING. 

Winnipeg,  Alan.,  October  25,  1918. 

The  Board  of  Grain  Commissioners,  Fort  William.,  Ont, 

Dear  Sirs, — I beg  to  report  that  the  Standards  Board  met  yesterday  and 
selected  samples  for  commercial  grades  of  Nos.  4,  5,  and  6 wheat,  with  a pro- 
vision that  all  wheat  not  fit  to  be  graded  No.  6 be  graded  as  “ Feed  ” in  the 
discretion  of  the  inspector. 

Further,  the  provision  that  “ Feed  Barley  ” shall  include  all  damaged 
barley  weighing  less  than  42  pounds  to  the  bushel,  in  the  discretion  of  the 
inspector. 

The  board  also  passed  the  following  resolution  regarding  substitutes  for 
wheat  flour: — 

Resolution  of  the  Western  Grain  Standards  Board  relative  to  the  'present  policy 
of  the  Canada  Food  Board  in  regard  to  siihstitutes  for  Wheat  Flour. — Passed 
October  24,  1918. 
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AVhereas,  the  grain  crop  of  the  Prairie  Provinces  is  being  moved 
slowly  because  of  labour  and  other  transportation  conditions; 

And  AVhereas,  large  areas  in  Alberta  and  Saskatchewan  are  short 
of  oats,  and  it  is  difficult  to  secure  oats  either  for  seed  or  for  milling 
purposes,  or  for  feed,  and  much  more  for  substitutes,  except  at  a very 
high  price;  and  the  same  applies  to  barley; 

And  AAliereas,  it  is  not  economical,  either  as  regards  transportation 
facilities  or  financial  cost,  to  import  into  the  Prairie  Provinces  foodstuffs 
either  from  the  United  States  or  from  Eastern  Canada; 

It  is  therefore  hereby  resolved  by  the  Grain  Standards  Board,  that 
while  it  is  desirable  as  far  as  practicable  for  the  people  of  AA^estern  Pro- 
vinces to  support  the  allied  policy  of  the  common  loaf,  yet,  under  the 
actual  conditions  now  existing  in  the  Prairie  Provinces,  any  attempt  at 
enforcing  this  will  cause,  and  indeed  has  already  caused,  much  incon- 
venience and  loss  to  the  people  of  these  provinces  in  general;  will  cause 
inconvenience  and  loss  to  milling  and  distributing  industries,  will  tend 
to  increase  the  tax  upon  the  heavily  burdened  transportation  facilities 
that  are  available,  and  at  the  same  time  will  not  reall}",  to  any  appreci- 
able degree,  promote  the  conservation  of  food,  and  the  Canadian  Food 
Board  is  hereby  requested  to  take  into  consideration  the  advisability  of 
an  alternative  procedure  for  the  AA  estern  Provinces,  namely,  the  non- 
importation of  substitutes  for  wheat  into  the  AA  estern  Provinces,  and 
the  promotign  of  wheat  conservation  by  an  increased  flour  extraction.

REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  WEIGHMASTER,  J.  G.  WHITE. 

To  the  Board  of  Grain  Commissioners. 

Gentlemen, — Herewith  I beg  to  submit  my  report  for  the  year  ending 
August  31,  1918. 

SCALES. 

There  are  at  present  one  hundred  and  eighty-four  (184)  scales  in  use  in 
the  elevators  at  Fort  William  and  Port  Arthur,  an  increase  of  four  (4)  over 
last  year.  Owing  to  the  closing  of  C.N.  “ B ” and  Horns  elevators,  fifteen  (15) 
scales  went  out  of  use,  and  nineteen  (19)  scales  were  installed  in  the  new  elevators 
erected,  viz.,  eight  (8)  in  the  Saskatchewan  Co-operative,  four  (4)  in  the  Cana- 
dian Feed  Milling  Compan}^,  and  seven  (7)  in  the  Eastern  Terminal,  Port 
Arthur,  which,  with  the  thirty-nine  (39)  scales  in  the  Government  Interior 
Terminals,  make  a total  of  two  hundred  and  twenty-three  (223)  scales  under 
my  jurisdiction  and  subject  to  my  inspection. 

SCALE  INSPECTION. 

All  scales  have  been  kept  accurate  and  in  first-class  repair  and  have  had 
two  (2)  thorough  inspections  during  the  year,  in  addition  to  which  there  have 
been  a number  of  special  tests  made  where  the  accuracy  of  weights  was  in 
question. 
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One  of  these  was  the  regular  annual  inspection  provided  for  by  Regulation 
13  of  the  Weights  and  ^Measures  Act,  and  for  this  inspection  certificates  of 
verification  were  issued  and  fees  covering  were  collected  and  remitted  to  the 
inspectors  of  the  different  Divisions,  as  follows: —

EASTERN  SCALE  INSPECTION.

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SHORTAGES — CARS. 

Complaints  of  shortages  on  the  out-turns  of  cars  have  been  somewhat 
numerous  during  the  past  season.  The  majority,  however,  being  small  short- 
ages of  from  three  (3)  to  ten  (10)  bushels,  which  could  be  accounted  for  by  slight 
leaks  or  variation  between  loading  and  unloading  scales,  or  where  grain  was 
weighed  on  outside  scales,  and  the  more  serious  shortages  would  appear  to  be 
due  to  several  causes,  namely:  error  in  recording  the  number  of  drafts  at  loading,^ 
leaks  found  and  repaired  in  transit,  theft  of  grain  from  cars  and  accidents  or 
mistakes  in  the  delivery  of  grain  from  cars  to  scales  at  unloading. 

In  the  latter  case,  where  cars  were  carded  with  the  loading  weight,  this 
information  enables  us  to  make  an  immediate  investigation  and  adjustment; 
but  where  cars  are  not  carded  we  use  the  approximate  depth  as  a basis  for  de- 
termining the  responsibility.  All  complaints  received  have  been  investigated 
and  settlements  amounting  to  2,156  bushels  secured  or  recommended. 

In  spite  of  railway  police  supervision,  more  or  less  pilfering  of  grain  appears 
to  be  carried  on.

SHORTAGES — VESSELS. 

Notwithstanding  a complete  system  of  checking,  and  increased  supervision 
over  the  weighing  and  loading  of  cargoes,  there  still  continues  to  be  numerous 
shortages  reported  on  the  out-turns  of  cargoes  discharged  at  Canadian  and 
American  ports.  While  the  average  shortages  on  full  amounts  handled  were 
only  about  one-half  bushel  per  one  thousand  bushels,  or  very  little  above  a 
natural  shrinkage,  there  have  been  some  individual  cases  of  excessive  shortages 
reported,  the  weighing  and  loading  of  which  have  been  thoroughly  investigated 
without  finding  any  evidence  of  their  having  occurred  at  the  loading  houses. 
Two  of  these  shortages,  amounting  to  2,700  bushels,  were  discovered  on  a 
re-weigh  at  the  unloading  elevators.  Other  cargoes  could  not  be  re-weighed 
on  account  of  being  mixed  with  grain  of  the  same  grade. 

Settlement  for  two  hundred  and  fifteen  (215)  bushels  was  made  by  one  of 
the  loading  houses  to  cover  a shortage  due  to  a spill  at  loading.  Every  care 
is  being  taken  to  protect  the  accuracy  of  the  outstore  weights. 

CAR  SHIPMENTS. 

During  the  crop  year  ending  August  31,  1918,  there  have  been  31,654,640 
bushels  of  grain,  and  21,494,193  pounds  of  mixed  grain  weighed  for  rail  ship- 
ment east. 

Complaints  of  shortage  on  car  shipments  have  been  comparatively  few,, 
and  all  complaints  received  have  been  investigated  and  reported  on. 

ANNUAL  WEIGH-UP. 

In  accordance  with  instructions  from  the  board,  the  annual  w’eigh-up  or 
audit  of  all  grain  in  store  in  the  elevators  at  Fort  William  and  Port  Arthur,  was 
carried  out  under  the  supervision  of  the  chief  and  assistant  weighmasters,  com- 
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mencing  on  July  15,  and  finished  on  August  23,  over  five  and  a half  million 
bushels  being  weighed  and  transferred,  and  a true  record  of  the  different  grades 
w'eighed  at  each  elevator  was  forwarded  to  the  board. 

GOVERNMENT  INTERIOR  TERMINALS. 

The  annual  weigh-up  and  inspection  of  scales  in  the  Government  interior 
terminals  at  Moosejaw,  Saskatoon,  and  Calgary  was  made  under  my  super- 
vision, commencing  September  15  and  finished  on  September  24,  and  the  records 
of  the  audits  forwarded  to  the  board. 

ORGANIZATION. 

Requests  for  Government  weighmen  to  be  stationed  at  outside  points  have 
been  increased  during  the  year,  and  experienced  men  have  been  transferred  to 
several  places  to  fill  the  requirements.  Every  effort  is  being  used  to  keep  up 
the  efficiency  of  the  weighing  staff  and  the  accuracy  of  weights.

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(C)— CARS  OUT  OF  TURN. 

By  virtue  of  section  207  of  the  Canada  Grain  Act,  the  Board  is  accorded 
certain  discretionary  powers  in  connection  with  the  supplying  of  cars  for  the 
shipment  of  grain  at  country  points. 

During  the  crop  year  1917-18  the  Board  ordered  2,423  cars  to  be  supplied 
out  of  turn  for  the  relief  of  elevators  in  danger  of  collapse,  for  the  shipment  of 
seed  grain,  and  for  grain  urgentl}^  required  for  feeding  and  milling  purposes. 

(D)— COMPLAINTS. 

During  the  crop  year  1917-18  the  board  dealt  with  eighty-nine  complaints 
relating  to  inspection  and  weighing  of  grain,  shipm^ents  ex  country  elevators, 
etc. 

(E)— DEFAULTS. 

1.  Western  Grain  Company,  Edmonton,  Alta. — This  firm  was  licensed  to 
operate  as  grain  commission  merchants  and  track  buyers,  bonds  being  filed  in 
the  sum  of  $5,000  each,  in  conjunction  with  the  Employers’  Liability  Assurance 
Corporation.  Nineteen  claims  were  filed  with  the  Board,  totalling  $1,450.32. 
The  bonding  company  has  paid  eighteen  claims,  amounting  to  $910.32,  leaving 
one  claim  of  $540.00  still  to  be  settled. 

It  is  fully  anticipated  that  the  remaining  claim  will  be  satisfactorily  dis- 
posed of  in  the  course  of  a few  daj's. 

2.  Brandon  Grain  Co.,  Ltd.,  Brandon,  Man. — This  company  was  licensed 
to  operate  as  track  bu}’ers  of  grain,  bond  in  the  sum  of  $10,000  being  filed  in 
conjunction  with  the  London  Guarantee  and  Accident  Co.,  Ltd.  Twelve  claims 
totalling  $18,821.72  were  filed  Avith  the  Board.  On  investigating  the  claims, 
the  Board  found  that  none  of  the  transactions  w^ere  track  purchases,  so  that  no 
claim  could  be  made  on  the  bonding  company.  The  secretary  of  the  company 
was  later  arrested,  charged  with  forgery  of  signatures  on  tAvo  Bills  of  Lading, 
and  sentenced  to  tAvo  years’  imprisonment. 

Several  claimants  have  stated  it  is  their  intention  to  bring  civil  suits  against 
the  company  to  recoA^er  the  amount  of  their  claims. 

3.  Maclennan  Bros.,  Winnipeg. — F.  B.  Maclennan,  trading  as  iNIaclennan 
Bros.,  AA'as  licensed  to  operate  as  grain  commission  merchant  and  track  buyer 
of  grain,  bonds  being  filed  in  conjunction  AAuth  the  Ocean  Accident  and  Guarantee 
Corporation,  Ltd.,  as  grain  commission  merchants  $10,000,  and  track  buyers 
$25,000.  Seven  claims,  totalling  $13,178,68,  Avere  filed  AA'ith  the  board.  On 
investigation  the  board  found  that  all  the  claims  AA'ere  Avithin  the  scope  of  the 
bonds  filed,  and  they  ha\"e  been  paid  by  the  surety  company. 

4.  Strong  & Dowler,  Calgary.-— This  firm  AAms  licensed  to  operate  as  country 
warehousemen,  grain  commission  merchants,  and  track  buyers  of  grain.  Bonds 
aggregating  $125,000  Avere  filed  in  conjunction  with  the  Globe  Indemnity 
Company  of  Canada.  There  haA^e  been  filed  with  the  Board  nineteen  claims, 
totalling  approximately  $30,000,  but  Alessrs.  Strong  & DoAvler  ha\m  since  paid 
about  60  per  cent  of  this  amount.  The  Board  has  received  assurance  that  the 
balance  aauII  be  paid  in  the  near  future. 

5.  Canadian  Farmers'  Hay  Exchange,  Ltd.,  Winnipeg. — This  company  AA'as 
licensed  to  operate  as  grain  commission  merchants,  bond  in  the  sum  of  $7,500 
being  executed  b}"  the  Railway  Passengers’  Assurance  Company.  Thirty  claims 
totalling  approximately  $20,000  liaA'e  been  filed  with  the  board,  of  Avhich  three, 
amounting  to  $2,300,  have  since  been  paid.  The  board  has  not  yet  determined 
the  liability  of  the  surety  company  with  regard  to  the  other  claims,  but  it  Avould

appear  from  evidence  submitted  that  several  of  them  do  not  come  within  the 
scope  of  the  commission  merchants’  bond. 

6.  Canadian  Grain  Company,  Limited,  Saskatoon. — This  company  was 
licensed  during  the  crop  year  191G-17  to  operate  as  country  warehousemen, 
grain  commission  merchants,  and  track  buj^ers.  Bonds  aggregating  S41,300 
were  filed  in  conjunction  with  the  London  Guarantee  and  Accident  Company. 
The  company  did  not  secure  licenses  or  bonds  for  the  year  1917-18,  but  con- 
tinued to  operate,  and  owing  to  financial  difficulties  had  to  suspend  payment 
during  the  month  of  November. 

About  fifty  claims  were  filed  with  the  Board,  amounting  to  approximately 
$120,000.  LTpon  investigation  by  the  Board,  it  was  found  that  only  two  claims, 
totalling  $9,732.78,  related  to  transactions  prior  to  the  expiration  of  the  bonds 
on  August  31,  1917.  Both  these  claims  were  paid  b}"  the  bonding  company, 
on  the  order  of  the  board. 

All  the  other  claims  were  filed  with  the  liquidator  in  the  ordinal'}'  way, 
to  rank  against  the  assets  of  the  company  when  the  business  is  wound  up  by 
the  liquidator. 

Amongst  the  assets  of  the  compaiw  in  liquidation  are  several  claims  against 
farmers  for  the  non-fulfilment  of  contract.  These  farmers  contracted  to  deliver 
to  the  Canadian  Grain  Company  certain  quantities  of  grain,  but  when  prices 
advanced,  the  farmers  sold  their  grain  elsewhere  for  the  higher  prices,  and 
consequently  could  not  fulfil  their  contracts.  As  the  Canadian  Grain  Company 
had  sold  the  grain  covered  by  these  contracts,  they  were  obliged  to  buy  at  the 
higher  prices  in  order  to  fulfil  their  contracts.  The  loss  sustained  in  this  manner 
was  one  of  the  factors  which  brought  about  the  subsequent  default.  The 
Board  understands  the  liquidator  is  proceeding  against  all  those  farmers  who 
entered  into  contracts,  through  the  Civil  Courts,  and  if  judgment  is  rendered 
in  favour  of  the  liquidator  and  judgment  realized,  the  proceeds  will  add  con 
siderably  to  the  assets  which  are  to  be  distributed  among  the  creditors. 

This  being  an  incorporated  company,  the  only  penalt}^  which  the  board  could 
impose,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  section  244  of  the  Canada  Grain 
Act,  would  have  been  a fine,  which  in  this  case  would  have  been  worse  than 
useless,  as  the  assets  were  alread}'  reduced  to  practically  nothing,  and  even 
had  there  been  sufficient  funds  to  cover  any  fine  imposed,  this  Avould  have 
taken  that  amount  of  money  away  from  the  creditors,  who  had  already  suffered 
heavy  losses. 

In  order  to  remedy  this  condition  the  Board  has  included  in  its  proposed 
amendments  to  the  Act,  one  which  provides  that  if  any  corporation  is  con- 
victed of  an  offence  under  the  Act,  every  officer  of  such  corporation  and  every 
person  interested  in  or  employed  by  the  said  corporation  who  had  any  part  or 
share  in  the  commission  of  such  offence,  shall  also  be  personally  liable  to  the 
penalties  provided  in  the  Act. 
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CHAPTER  VI. 

TARIFF  OF  PUBLIC  TERMINAL  ELEVATOR  CHARGES  AT  FORT 
WILLIAM  AND  PORT  ARTHUR  TERMINALS 

For  the  Year  ending  September  1,  1919. 

Subject  to  the  capacity  of  the  elevator  and  the  nature  of  its  equipment, 
shipments  will  be  received  upon  the  following  terms  and  conditions,  and  under 
the  provisions  of  The  Canada  Grain  Act,  1912. 

ELEVATOR  CHARGES. 

On  straight  grade  grain,  not  otherwise  specified,  receiving  elevating,  storing, 
spouting,  insurance  against  fire  for  the  fi»st  fifteen  days,  three-quarters  of  one 
cent  (fc.)  per  bushel. 

On  tough  grain,  receiving  elevation  storing  spouting  insurance  against  fire 
for  the  first  fifteen  daj^s,  three-quarters  of  one  cent  (fc.)  per  bushel. 

On  damp  or  wet  grain:  receiving,  elevating,  storing,  spouting,  insurance 
against  fire  for  the  first  fifteen  days,  three-quarters  of  one  cent  (fc.)  per  bushel. 

All  tough,  damp,  wet,  condemned,  heating,  heated,  or  fireburnt  grain  may 
always  be  refused.  If  received  and  stored,  it  will  be  only  at  the  owner’s  risk 
of  deterioration  and  under  special  contract. 

On  mixed  grains  handled  as  mixtures,  receiving,  elevation,  storage,  spouting 
and  insurance  against  fire  for  the  first  fifteen  days,  one  and  one-half  cents  (l|c.) 
per  hundred  pounds. 

On  screenings,  receiving,  elevating,  storage,  spouting,  and  insurance  against 
fire  for  the  first  fifteen  daj's,  two  cents  (2c.)  per  hundred  pounds. 

STORAGE  CHARGES. 

On  straight  grade  grain,  not  otherwise  specified,  including  insurance  against 
fire,  for  each  succeeding  day  or  part  thereof,  after  the  first  fifteen  days,  one- 
thirtieth  of  one  cent  (-^c.)  per  bushel. 

On  mixed  grain  handled  as  mixtures,  storage,  including  insurance  against 
fire  for  each  succeeding  day  or  part  thereof,  after  the  first  fifteen  daj^s,  two- 
thirtieths  of  one  cent  (g^c.)  per  hundred  pounds. 

On  screenings,  storage,  including  insurance  against  fire  for  each  succeeding 
day  or  part  thereof,  after  the  first  fifteen  days,  one-tenth  of  one  cent  (iV^O  P^r 
hundred  pounds. 


SCREENINGS. 

On  wheat  carrying  a dockage  of  three  per  cent  (3  p.c.)  or  more,  after  de- 
ducting one  per  cent  (1  p.c.)  of  the  gross  dockage  for  waste,  a return  will  be  made 
for  the  balance  of  the  screenings. 

On  oats,  barley,  and  flax  carrying  a dockage  of  five  per  cent  (5  p.c.)  or  more, 
after  deducting  one  per  cent  (1  p.c.)  of  the  gross  dockage  for  waste,  a return 
maj"  be  demanded  for  the  balance  of  the  screenings. 

If  disposition  of  screenings  covered  bj"  outstanding  returns  is  not  received, 
within  thirty  (30)  days  from  date  of  unloading  they  may  be  disposed  of  for 
account  of  whom  it  may  concern. 
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The  holder  of  warehouse  receipts  or  shut-outs  covering  dockage  is  entitled 
to  the  same  quality  of  screenings  as  taken  from  the  car,  as  shown  bj'  the  grain 
inspector’s  test. 


CLEANING  CHARGES. 

All  wheat  requiring  cleaning  will  be  cleaned  on  arrival,  and  when  the 
dockage  contains  no  other  grain  of  commercial  value  there  will  be  no  charge 
for  cleaning,  except  on  that  carrying  a return  of  screenings  as  above  provided, 
there  will  be  a cleaning  charge  of  one-half  of  one  cent  (|c.)  per  bushel. 

On  wheat  carrying  a return  of  other  grain  of  commercial  value  for  first 
separation,  computed  on  gross  weight  of  car,  an  additional  charge  of  one  cent 
(Ic.)  per  bushel. 

For  each  subsequent  separation,  computed  on  balance  for  separation,  a 
further  charge  of  one  cent  (Ic.)  per  bushel. 

All  oats  and  barley  requiring  cleaning  will  be  cleaned  on  arrival,  and  when 
the  dockage  contains  no  other  grain  of  commercial  value  there  will  be  no  charge 
for  cleaning,  except  on  that  carrying  a return  of  screenings  as  above  provided, 
there  will  be  a cleaning  charge  of  one  cent  (Ic.)  per  bushel. 

On  oats  and  barley  carrying  a return  of  other  grain  of  commercial  value, 
for  first  separation,  computed  on  gross  weight  of  car,  an  additional  charge  of 
one  cent  (Ic.)  per  bushel. 

For  each  subsequent  separation,  computed  on  balance  for  separation,  a 
further  charge  of  one-half  of  one  cent  (|c.)  per  bushel. 

All  flax  requiring  cleaning  will  be  cleaned  on  arrival,  and  when  the  dockage 
contains  no  other  grain  of  commercial  value  there  will  be  no  charge  for  cleaning, 
except  on  that  carrying  a return  of  screenings  as  above  provided,  there  will  be 
a cleaning  charge  of  one  and  one-half  cents  (l|c.)  per  bushel. 

On  flax  carrying  a return  of  other  grain  of  commercial  value  for  first  separ- 
ation, computed  on  gross  weight  of  car,  an  additional  charge  of  one  cent  (Ic.) 
■ per  bushel. 

^ For  each  subsequent  separation,  computed  on  balance  for  separation,  a 
further  charge  of  one-half  cent  (|c.)  per  bushel. 

DRYING  CHARGES. 

On  tough  grain,  one  and  one-half  cents  (1|  c.)  per  bushel. 

On  damp  or  wet  grain,  four  cents  (4c.)  per  bushel. 

All  tough,  damp,  wet,  condemned,  heating,  heated,  or  fireburnt  grain  may 
always  be  refused.  If  received  and  stored,  it  will  be  only  under  special  contract 
and  will  always  be  at  the  owner’s  risk  of  deterioration. 

ALLOWANCE  FOR  INVISIBLE  LOSS  AND  SHRINKAGE. 

On  all  grain  received,  deduction  from  the  gross  weight  of  each  car  to  cover 
invisible  loss  and  shrinkage  in  handling  will  be  made  as  follows:  Wheat,  15 
pounds;  oats,  50  pounds;  barley,  50  pounds;  and  flax,  28  pounds.

ALL  CHARGES. 

All  charges  for  cleaning,  drying,  or  other  treatment  will  be  computed  on 
gross  weights,  for  elevation  and  storage  on  net  weights.  All  charges  accruing 
after  issue  of  initial  completed  out-turn  and  expense  bill  will  follow  the  grain. 
All  charges  whatsoever  must  be  paid  before  shipment. 
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BULKHEADS. 

On  bulkheads,  for  their  removal  and  other  additional  expense  in  handling 
and  unloading  car,  three  dollars  ($3)  per  bulkhead. 

PREPAEING  CAR  FOR  FLAX  SHIPMEXTS. 

When  paper  is  used,  there  will  be  a charge  of  three  dollars  (S3)  for  each  car. 

UNSPECIFIED  GRAIN. 

Unspecified  grain  will  only  be  received,  stored,  and  treated,  subject  to  special 
charges  to  be  agreed  upon  at  the  time,  subject  to  approval  of  the  Board  of 
Grain  Commissioners. 

SURPLUSES. 

Xo  elevator  shall  retain  any  surplus  in  excess  of  one-quarter  of  one  per  cent 
(i  p.c.)  on  any  graded  grain  or  dockage,  as  shown  by  the  official  records,  it 
being  understood  that  the  disposition  of  such  surpluses  will  be  provided  for 
by  legislation. 

FORT  WILLIAiM  AND  PORT  ARTHUR  TERiMIXALS. 

TARIFF  OF  PUBLIC  TERAIIXAL  ELEVATOR  CHARGES  FOR  THE 

LEASIXG  OF  SPECIAL  BIXS. 

Subject  to  the  schedule  of  special  bins  filed  by  the  elevator  with  the  Board 
of  Grain  Commissioners  and  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Board  with  reference 
to  the  leasing  and  use  of  such  bins,  the  elevator  will  lease  by  special  contract 
any  one  or  more  of  its  available  bins  set  apart  for  special  binning  of  wheat,  ^ 
oats,  or  barley  upon  the  following  terms  and  conditions: — ■ 

RATES. 

Elevation:  receiving,  elevating,  spouting,  and  insurance  against  fire, 
three-cjuarters  of  one  cent  (|c.)  per  bushel. 

Rental  for  each  bin  (computed  on  the  total  capacity  of  the  bin),  one  cent 
(Ic.)  per  bushel  per  moiiHi,  or  one-thirtieth  of  one  cent  (-^c.)  per  bushel  per 
day.  • . 

All  charges  will  follow  the  grain,  and  the  elevator  will  have  the  right  of 
lien  upon  grain  for  all  unpaiil  charges. 

The  elevator  shall  have  the  right  to  demand  a deposit  in  advance  equal 
to  the  minimum  rental  for  any  bin  and  it  furthermore  shall  have  the  right  to 
demand  maintenance  of  such  deposit  for  every  succeeding  period. 

L'nless  the  lessee  shall  have  made  special  contract  to  the  contrary,  all 
grain  received  for  any  special  bin  will  be  stored  therein  in  its  original  state  as 
it  arrives  in  the  cars,  and  all  charges  will  be  computed  on  gross  weights. 

The  elevator  wall  bin  together  in  any  special  bin  all  grain  as  it  arrives  for 
the  account  of  the  lessee,  upon  receipt  from  him  of  written  orders  specifying 
what  cars  are  to  be  unleaded  in  such  bin.  Written  orders  or  instructions  with 
bill  of  lading  attached  must  be  delivered  to  the  Port  Arthur  or  Fort  William 
office  of  the  elevator  company  in  advance  of  arrival  of  cars  on  elevator  tracks. 
All  written  orders  must  be  furnished  in  duplicate,  one  to  be  retained  by  the 
company’  and  the  other  to  be  receipted  and  returned  to  the  sender. 

Special  bin  receipts  registered  as  to  quantities  only  and  specifying  the  bins 
in  which  it  is  stored  will  be  issued  for  all  grain  stored  in  special  bins.  These

receipts  will  be  issued  only  to  the  lessee  of  the  bin  after  surrender  by  him  of 
bills  of  lading,  properly  endorsed  and  upon  the  tender  of  all  charges  entered 
upon  the  elevator  out-turns. 

The  surrender  of  the  special  bin  receipts  b}'  the  lessee  or  his  assignee, 
properly  endorsed,  and  the  tender  of  all  unpaid  charges,  shall  entitle  the  person 
surrendering  the  receipt  to  delivery  from  the  bin  named  of  that  cjuantity  of 
grain  specified  in  the  receipts  without  respect  to  grade  or  selection,  and  no 
grain  will  be  delivered  from  any  special  bin  except  upon  surrender  of  correspond- 
ing receipts  and  under  the  conditions  herein  set  forth. 

The  foregoing  terms  and  conditions  relate  only  to  grain  in  suitable  condition 
for  warehousing.  All  other  grain  may  be  refused,  and  if  received,  it  will  be 
entirely  at  the  lessee's  risk  for  the  entire  contents  of  the  bin. 

Allowance  for  invisible  loss  as  specified  in  regular  tariff  will  be  deducted 
from  all  grain  received  for  special  bins.

All  wheat  requiring  cleaning  will  be  cleaned  on  arrival,  and  when  the  dock- 
age contains  no  other  grain  of  commercial  value  there  will  be  no  charge  for 
cleaning,  except  on  that  carrying  a return  of  screenings  as  above  provided, 
there  will  be  cleaning  charge  of  one-half  of  one  cent  {^c.)  per  bushel. 

On  wheat  carrying  a return  of  other  grain  of  commercial  value,  for  first 
separation,  computed  on  gross  weight  of  car,  an  additional  charge  of  one-half 
of  one  cent  (|c.)  per  bushel. 

For  each  subsequent  separation,  computed  on  balance  for  separation,  a 
further  charge  of  one-half  of  one  cent  (^c.)  per  bushel. 

All  oats  and  barley  requiring  cleaning  will  be  cleaned  on  arrival  and  when 
the  dockage  contains  no  other  grain  of  commercial  value  there  will  be  no  charge 
for  cleaning,  except  on  that  carrying  a return  of  screenings  as  above  provided, 
there  will  be  a cleaning  charge  of  one  cent  (Ic.)  per  bushel. 

On  oats  and  barley,  carrying  a return  of  other  grain  of  commercial  value, 
for  first  separation,  computed  on  gross  weight  of  car,  an  additional  charge  of 
one  cent  (Ic.)  per  bushel. 

For  each  subsequent  separation,  computed  on  balance  for  separation,  a 
further  charge  of  one-half  of  one  cent  (|c.)  per  bushel. 

All  flax  requiring  cleaning  will  be  cleaned  on  arrival,  and  when  the  dockage 
contains  no  other  grain  of  commercial  value  there  will  be  no  charge  for  cleaning, 
except  on  that  carrying  a return  of  screenings  as  above  provided,  there  will  be 
a cleaning  charge  of  one  and  one-half  cents  (l|c.)  per  bushel. 

On  flax  carrying  a return  of  other  grain  of  commercial  value,  for  first 
separation,  computed  on  gross  weight  of  car,  an  additional  charge  of  one  cent 
(Ic.)  per  bushel. 

For  each  subsequent  separation,  computed  on  balance  for  separation,  a 
further  charge  of  one-half  of  one  cent  (^c.)  per  bushel. 

DRYING  CHARGES. 

On  tough  grain,  one  and  one-half  cent  (l|c.)  per  bushel. 

On  damp  or  wet  grain,  two  and  one-half  cents  (2|c.)  per  bushel. 
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All  tough,  damp,  wet,  condemned,  heating,  heated,  or  fireburnt  grain  may 
always  be  refused.  If  received  and  stored  it  will  be  only  under  special  contract, 
and  will  always  be  at  the  owner’s  risk  of  deterioration. 

ALLOWANCE  FOR  INVISIBLE  LOSS  AND  SHRINKAGE. 

On  all  grain  received  deduction  from  the  gross  weight  of  each  car  to  cover 
invisible  loss  and  shrinkage  in  handling  will  be  made  as  follows:  Wheat,  15 
pounds;  oats,  50  pounds;  barley,  50  pounds;  and  flax,  28  pounds. 

ALL  CHARGES. 

All  charges  for  cleaning,  drying,  or  other  treatment  will  be  computed  on 
gross  weights,  for  elevation  and  storage  on  net  weights.  All  charges  accruing 
after  issue  of  initial  completed  out-turn  and  expense  bill  will  follow  the  grain. 
All  charges  whatsoever  must  be  paid  before  shipment. 

BULKHEADS. 

On  bulkheads,  for  their  removal  and  other  additional  expense  in  handling 
and  unloading  car,  two  dollars  ($2)  for  each  bulkhead. 

PREPARING  CARS  FOR  FLAX  SHIPMENTS. 

When  paper  is  used,  there  will  be  a charge  of  two  dollars  ($2)  for  each  car. 

UNSPECIFIED  GRAIN. 

Unspecified  grain  will  only  be  received,  stored,  and  treated  subject  to 
special  charges  to  be  agreed  upon  at  the  time,  subject  to  approval  of  the  Board 
of  Grain  Commissioners. 


SURPLUSES. 

No  elevator  shall  retain  any  surplus  in  excess  of  one-quarter  of  one  per 
cent  p.c.)  of  any  graded  grain  or  dockage,  as  shown  by  the  official  records, 
it  being  understood  that  the  disposition  of  surpluses  will  be  provided  for  by 
legislation. 


TARIFF  OF  LICENSED  COUNTRY  ELEVATOR  CHARGES. 

For  the  year  ending  August  31,  1918;  effective  September  1,  1918. 

Subject  to  the  capacity  of  the  elevator  and  the  nature  of  the  construction, 
all  grain  tendered  must  be  taken  into  store  upon  the  following  terms  and  con- 
ditions, and  under  the  provisions  of  The  Canada  Grain  Act,  1912. 

Maximum  Rates. — Receiving,  elevating,  spouting,  insurance  against  Are, 
storing  for  the  first  fifteen  daj'S,  and  putting  into  cars  on  track.  No  elevator 
shall  charge  more  than  one  and  three-quarters  of  a cent  per  bushel.  Storage 
not  otherwise  provided,  including  insurance  against  Are  for  each  succeeding 
day  after  the  first  fifteen  days  shall  not  exceed  one-thirtieth  of  one  cent  jier 
bushel. 

Shrmkage  for  stored  grain. — No  elevator  shall  take  more  than  one-half  of 
one  per  cent  to  take  care  of  shrinkage  and  waste  in  handling,  storing,  and  trans- 
mitting the  grain  to  a terminal. 
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No  elevator  shall  take  more  than  one  per  cent  shrinkage  on  tough,  clamp, 
and  wet  grain. 

Dockage  on  Cash  Grain. — On  street  grain  no*  elevator  shall  take  a greater 
dockage  than  that  shown  b}’’  a proper  test  over  a number  ten  sieve,  except 
where  grain  contains  foreign  grain  or  seeds  which  cannot  be  taken  out  bj^  a 
number  ten  sieve. 

Dockage. — No  elevator  shall  take  a greater  dockage  than  that  shown  by 
a proper  test  over  a number  ten  sieve,  except  where  grain  contains  foreign  grain 
or  seeds  which  cannot  be  taken  out  by  a number  ten  sieve. 

Every  elevator  must  be  equipped  with  the  necessary  sieves  and  scales  for 
making  proper  tests,  and  the  elevator  operator  must  make  the  tests  in  the 
presence  of  the  owner  of  the  grain  when  requested. 

General. — When  tough,  damp,  or  wet  grain  is  taken  into  store  it  shall  be 
at  the  owner’s  risk,  and  the  elevator  operator  shall  have  the  right  to  ship  it 
immediately  to  a terminal  elevator  for  treatment. 

The  owner  shall  have  the  right  to  name  the  terminal  elevator  to  which  it 
shall  be  shipped. 

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS  FOR  COUNTRY  ELEVATORS. 

1.  The  owner  or  operator  of  a country  elevator  shall  post  in  the  elevator, 
in  a conspicuous  place,  a diagram,  to  a scale  of  not  less  than  one-half  inch  to 
one  foot,  showing  the  location  and  numbers  of  the  several  bins  in  such  elevator. 

2.  In  shipping  or  delivering  any  grain  stored  in  a countiy  elevator  the  net  . 
weight  on  the  ticket  or  tickets  shall  be  final,  unless  an  investigation  b}"  the 
Board  of  Grain  Commissioners  shows  reason  for  the  contrary.  The  shipper  to 
be  paid  in  case  of  short  shipment  up  to  the  amount  of  his  or  her  ticket  or  tickets 
for  the  full  billing  capacit}"  of  the  car,  at  the  same  price  as  the  car  was  disposed  of. 

3.  All  shipping  bills  for  grain  shipped  through  an  elevator  shall  be  made 
out  by  the  elevator  agent,  and  he  shall  advise  such  parties  as  the  owner  may 
instruct. 

4.  The  elevator  shall,  on  all  grain  shipped  through  the  elevator,  have  the 
right  to  retain  and  hold  the  shipping  bill  until  he  receives  a guarantee  from 
the  owner  of  the  grain,  another  elevator  owner,  a licensed  commission  firm,  or 
individual  or  any  one  else  that  the  car  may  be  sold  to,  that  the}^  will  make 
proper  adjustment  as  to  the  weight  and  grade.  Upon  receipt  of  storage  tickets 
and  lawful  charges,  the  elevator  owner  shall  deliver  either  the  shipping  bill 
to  the  party  presenting  the  ticket  or  tickets,  or  a terminal  warehouse  receipt 
for  the  full  amount  of  the  grain  called  for  in  the  ticket  or  tickets  presented,  up 
to  the  full  carload. 

5.  The  owner  of  grain  in  an  elevator  wishing  such  grain  shipped  to  any  point 
other  than  a terminal  point,  or  where  Government  weights  cannot  be  obtained, 
he  must  then  accept  the  elevator  weights  at  the  shipping  point  as  final  unless 
he  proves  the  shipping  weights  are  not  correct.  Provided,  however,  that  the 
owner  of  the  grain  can  always  demand  an.  affidavit  as  to  the  actual  grain 
shipped  and  delivered  from  the  elevator  operator  and  receiver  of  said  grain 
respectively. 

6.  “ No  owner  or  operator  of  a countiA"  elevator  or  warehouse  shall  sell, 
assign,  mortgage,  pledge,  or  liA’pothecate  any  grain  stored  in  such  elevator  or 
warehouse,  for  which  graded  storage  tickets  or  ‘ subject  to  grade  and  dockage  ’ 
tickets  or  special  bin  tickets  have  been  issued,  and  the  ovcner  or  operator  may 
be  required  b}"  the  Board  to  produce  at  any  time  proper  registered  warehouse 
receipts  or  bills  of  lading  for  such  grain  as  has  been  shipped  from  the  country 
elevator  or  warehouse,  and  for  which  there  is  still  outstanding  graded  storage 
tickets  or  ‘ subject  to  grade  and  dockage  ’ tickets  or  .special  bin  tickets.” 
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RULES  AND  REGULATIONS  FOR  STORING  GRAIN  IN  COUNTRY  ELEVATORS  WHERE 
THERE  IS  DISAGREEMENT  AS  TO  GRADE  AND  DOCKAGE. 

1.  The  ticket  or  tickets  issued  under  and  by  virtue  of  these  rules  and  regu- 
lations must  have  incorporated  therein,  at  the  time  of  issue,  the  grade  offered 
by  the  elevator  oAvner  or  operator  to  the  owner  of  the  grain,  and  the  following 
Avords:  “ Subject  to  Inspector’s  Grade  and  Dockage.” 

2.  The  oAvner  of  the  grain  can  only  demand  the  cpiantitj'  that  the  storage 
ticket  or  tickets  call  for. 

3.  In  case  there  is  a dispute  as  to  the  AA'eighing  accuracy  of  the  recei\dng 
scales,  it  shall  be  incumbent  upon  the  oAvner  of  the  elevator  to  prove  that  the 
scales  are  AA’eighing  accurateh’. 

4.  A proper  sample  must  be  drawn  from  each  AA’agon  load  b}’  the  eleA’ator 
operator  at  the  time  of  deliA’ery,  in  the  presence  of  the  party  delivering  same, 
and  such  sample  must  be  clraAvn  satisfactorily  to  both  the  deliverer  and  the 
operator. 

5.  Such  sample  must  be  placed  in  a metal  receptacle  satisfactory  to  the 
OAvner  of  the  grain. 

6.  After  the  grain  is  deliA’ered  the  sample  draAvn  must  be  properly  mixed 
in  the  receptacle  in  Avhich  it  has  been  placed.  The  OA\mer  and  the  eleAmtor 
operator  shall  then  take  out  of  the  quantity  mixed  at  least  three  pounds,  and 
place  it  in  a receptacle,  Avhich  must  be  numbered  and  sealed  and  so  made  that 
it  can  be  securely  locked.  The  receptacle  shall  be  supplied  by  the  eleA’ator 
OAA’ner  and  secured  by  a padlock.  The  lock  shall  be  provided  by  the  OAvner 
of  the  grain,  and  he  shall  retain  possession  of  the  key.  The  receptacle  and 
ke}’  shall  thereupon  be  immediately  forAvarded  to  the  Chief  Inspector  of  Grain, 
Winnipeg,  Man.,  all  charges  prepaid.  After  receiving  the  Inspector’s  certificate 
shoAA’ing  grade  and  dockage,  the  operating  agent  shall  issue  a storage  ticket, 
shoAA’ing  grade  and  dockage,  as  given  by  the  Chief  Inspector,  for  the  full  amount 
of  grain  taken  into  store,  and  shall  deliver  to  the  owner  at  his  request,  in  not 
le.ss  than  carload  lots,  on  track  or  at  a terminal  point,  the  grade  and  quantity 
the  storage  ticket  calls  for,  after  the  oAvner  has  surrendered  the  storage  receipts 
and  paid  or  tendered  all  laAA’ful  charges  against  said  grain. 

7.  The  owner  of  the  eleA’ator  shall,  in  all  cases  AA’here  grain  is  taken  into 
store  under  the  foregoing  conditions,  guarantee  the  grade  and  Aveight  as  specified 
in  the  storage  ticket  or  tickets. 

8.  At  the  time  of  cleli\’ery  of  any  grain  Avhere  a ticket  of  this  kind  is  being 
used,  and  it  is  agreed  upon  b}^  the  oAvner  of  the  grain  and  the  elevator  operator 
that  the  grain  is  tough,  damp,  or  Avet,  and  the  elevator  operator  marks  such 
ticket  or  tickets:  “ Out  of  condition,  tough,  damp,  or  Avet,”  then  whatever 
grade  such  sample  may  receiA^e  from  the  Chief  Inspector,  it  AA'ill  still  grade 
“ tough,  damp,  or  AA’et.” 

9.  If  the  eleA’ator  operator  fails  at  any  time  to  draAV  and  preser\’e  such 
sample  in  the  manner  stated  herein,  the  OAvner  or  operator  must  account  to  the 
OAvner  of  the  grain  for  the  grade  designated  by  the  said  owner.
